WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Opening 
debate on renew ing presidential 
authority for wage-price controls, the 
Senate is considering a range of 
amendments that would give Congress 
a voice in managing the economy. 
The key issue under debate today 
was extension of the Econom ic 
Stabilization Act for another year past 
its April 30 expiration. President Nixon 
used the act as authority for the 1971 
wage-price freeze, the m andatory 
Phase 2 controls and the largely 
voluntary Phase 3 program. 
But the Senate has a variety of 
proposals that would give the President 
more than he asked. Most of these were 
pushed by Democrats during Banking 
Committee consideration of the bill. 
Proposed amendments would: 
—Restore federal controls on rent for 
one year in most metropolitan areas 
with low vacancy rates. There are no 
rent controls under Phase 3, and many 
tenant organizations are protesting 
that landlords imposed big rent in­ 
creases when Phase 2 expired in 
January. 
—Restore the required federal ap­ 
proval of wage settlements hammered 
out by big unions and corporations, as 
well as price increases. This require­ 
ment was a m ajor part of mandatory 
controls under Phase 2. 
While the government has not spelled 
(Hit exactly what is required under the 
new program, the Phase 3 regulations 
are mandatory only for the health, food 
and construction industries. 
—Limit the amount of a wage hike a 
large business can pass on in price 
increases. 
—Put a $265-billion spending limit on 
the fiscal year starting July I.

He said that decision would 
be up to the Central Committee and 
would take a lot of discussion. 
The rift between Taft and Andrews 
reportedly developed because Taft felt 
Andrews supported Rhodes’ candidacy 
in the Taft-Rhodes Senate primary’ 
fight in 1970, which Taft won. 


Rhodes came to Andrews’ defense 
when some party m em bers joined in a 
move to reorganize the party and oust 
Andrews following the 1970 election 
upsets.

PU CO probes derailm ent 
fata l to man; 20 injured 


EAST PALESTINE, Ohio (AP) - 
The Ohio Public Utilities Commission 
(PUCO) today continued its investiga­ 
tion of a train derailment that killed 
one man and injured 20 more when five 
cars of Am trak’s Broadway Limited 
derailed Sunday. 
The mishap occurred in a heavy 
snowstorm early Sunday 
morning. 
Four of the five cars overturned, 
splintering utility poles and shearing 
off the glass front of a nearby Adamson 
Manufacturing Co. plant. 
The derailment occurred about 15 
miles south of Youngstown in East 
Palestine. The train was on Penn 
Central tracks at the time. 
Penn Central officials said that an 
earlier accident involving a freight 
train may have led to the derailment, 
according to PUCO Chairman Henry 
W. Eckhart. 
Eckhart said Penn Central officials 
told him that the freight train had 
separated 
in 
the 
vicinity 
of 
the 
derailment about two hours earlier. He 
said the front cars of the train made an 
emergency stop and that the rear cars 
collided with them causing a kink in the 
tracks. 
The engineer of the Amtrak train saw 


the kink when his train came along and 
attempted to stop. The last five cars of 
his train jumped the track when he 
stopped. 
Eckhart said a full investigation of 
both incidents will be undertaken by his 
office. 
After the derailment, the first eight 
cars of the Amtrak train went on to 
Chicago with all the passengers who 
wanted to continue the trip. The train 
first stopped to pick up 17 passengers 
who had been treated at a local a 
hospital.

Darlington Wood “amounts to total 
capitulation, total surrender” on the 
part of the Indians. 


Wood had said the offer was the best 
one the government could make. Wood, 
Wayne Colburn, director of the U.S. 
M arshal 
Services, 
and 
R ichard 
Hellstern, an assistant to Wood, talked 
for 2Va hours with the Indian leaders in 
Wounded Knee about the government’s 
threephase proposal. 


Following that meeting Wood said he 
expects more negotiations. 
Asked if the meeting had been 
productive, he said, “ I think that as 
long as we’re talking together, we’re 
making progress. We’re just trying to 
do our best to get it over.

Dollar fluctuates in nervous m arket trading

The floating American dollar rose 
strongly at the opening of foreign ex­ 
changes around the world after a two- 
week shutdown, and the Bank of Japan 
sold an estimated $50 million to keep 
the rate from rising too fast. 
But by noon in Europe*, the value of 
the U.S. money was edging down in 
brisk but nervous trading. Big money 
operators appeared holding off while 
they watched for indications whether 
the international decisions in Paris 
Friday 
had ended 
the 
two-month 
monetary crisis. 
U.S. Treasury Secretary George P. 
Shultz, conferred for an hour with 
British Prim e Minister Edward Heath 
in London. Shultz reportedly pressed 


for quick moves to reform the in­ 
ternational trading system to give 
American exporters better competitive 
access to world markets. 
Shultz also met with Chancellor of 
the Exchequer Anthony Barber. 
Tokyo dealers reported an acute 
shortage of dollars in the Japanese 
capital after the two-week shutdown 
of exchanges. The Tokyo m arket was 
the first to reopen because of the time 
differential. The central bank’s in­ 
tervention was designed to keep the 
dollar’s rate close to the level between 
Feb. 14, when the yen was floated, and 
March 2, when the exchanges closed. 
In London, the pound declined 
sharply at the opening to $2.45 but by 
noon it had climbed back by a full cent, 


almost reaching Friday’s closing rate 
in bank-to-bank trading of $2.4610. 
In the key Frankfurt market, the 
dollar opened at 2.8350 marks, 21.5 
pfennigs above Friday’s close Rut by 
noon the dollar had edged back to .82 
marks. 
The dollar was also up sharply in 
Zurich at the pening, being quoted at 
3.2650 Swiss Francs, more than three 
centimmes over Friday’s rate. But by 
noon, the rate had dropped to 3.24 
francs. 
The closing rate in Tokyo was 264.90 
yen, down from 266.50 on March I but 
up from Friday s 260.50. 
The price of gold, which soared to a 
record $95 an ounce at the peak of the 
money crisis, was $81 in Zurich and 


London, drops of $1.50 and $1.75 from 
the price Friday. 
Finance ministers of the m ajor non­ 
communist trading nations agreed in

that 
all

currencies would float freely in 
relation to the dollar according to 
supply and demand forces in the 
m arket place. 
The move, putting an end to the 29- 
year-old Breton Woods system of fixed 
parities, means no state bank is 
committed any longer to support the 
dollar at a fixed value.

state’s first effort to register drug 
treatm ent program s would have to be 
classified 
as 
som ething 
less 
than 
successful. 
The General Assembly enacted a law 
last July that requires the registration 
of all organizations that treat drug ad­ 
dicts in Ohio. 


Out of about 240 such organizations 
the Bureau of Drug Abuse says are 
operating in Ohio, only 58 responded to 
a bureau request for registration data. 


No one was trying to hide anything. 
BUDA blundered when it sent out its 
registration questionnaires. 
“ It went out as a fourth-class mailing 
just before C hristm as,’’ BUDA chief 
Mel Zwissler said “ Nobody caught it. 


We’ve got organizations that are still 
calling in here looking for it.” 
It doesn’t m ake too much difference, 
b ecause 
the 
law 
re q u ire s 
two 
registrations each year and another 
questionnaire will be m ailed out this 
June, Zwissler said. 
When BUDA finally gets statewide 
data, it will use it in an effort to find out 
how many addicts are being treated, 
what is being done for them , and how 
effective the program s are. 
The bureau's job is to keep track of 
what both public and private drug 
agencies are doing and provide them 
with training and other consultant-type 
services. 
When BUDA knows m ore about the 
state’s drug program s, Zwissler said, it 
will also set some standards for the 
services they provide. 
Ultimately BUDA hopes to have 


better information on which program * 
are m ost effective in helping addicts t<f 
overcom e their dependency on drugs. 
Zwissler said the 58 drug program s 
that have reported to BUDA claim that 
30 per cent of the addicts they treated 
have been successfully rehabilitated. 
But he said BUDA eventually will 
check the agencies’ own claim s with 
state evaluations. 
Zwissler said BUDA soon will be 
designated by Gov. John J. Gilligan to 
coordinate development of a state anti­ 
drug plan, 
The bureau already has prepared a 
directory of all agencies, public and 
private, in Ohio which treat addicts. 
The directory will be m ade available to 
school counselors, p aro le officers, 
police, hospital em ergency rooms and 
others who might be asked where drug 
treatm ent is available.

But touring assorted courses proved 
a bit dull for a m an who in his 51 years 
has been: A B17 bom ber pilot in the 
South Pacific, a Pan Am pilot on DC4s 
and Ixickheed Constellations, a Los 
Angeles police sergeant, and one of the 
most respected w riters in television 
today. 
R o d d en b erry ’s self-im posed ex ile 
from the tube ends Friday night when 
CBS broadcasts his “ Genesis II,” a 90- 
minute pilot he created for a proposed 
series. It is set in the year 2133.

Cincinnati beer empire dies out 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (A P) — Ohioans 
are still guzzling beer at the rate of 28.2 
gallons per year, but Cincinnati’s once- 
proud beer empire on the Over-The- 
Rhine district is down to two breweries. 
No longer does the smell of hops— 
akin to stewing tomotocs—scent the 
air. 
The sounds are of traffic, carpenters 
rebuilding old houses and children 
playing...not the hiss and pop of the 
steam machinery nor the tinkle of the 
bottle shops. 
The Burger Brewing Co., known for 
its beer and 30-year sponsorship of 
Cincinnati Reds baseball broadcasts, 
closed its doors last Thursday. 
The demise leaves Cincinnati with 
only the Hudepohl Brewery, which will 
produce beer under the Burger label, 
and Schoenling. Wiedemann’s beer is 
brewed across the Ohio River in nor­ 
thern Kentucky. 
Burger officials said they had shifted 
to producing soft drinks. 
Cincinnati’s brewing industry began 
in 
1811 
with 
the 
David 
Embree 
Brewery. 
With the immigration of Germans 
and Irish to the area from 1840 to 1860 
263 breweries operated at one time or 


another in the city, according to the 
Cincinnati Historical Society. 
Gradually, the dark British and Irish 
beers gave way to the German lager 
beers, which were much lighter in 
volume and color. 
In 1919, when national prohibition 
began, Cincinnati had 22 breweries 
distributing beer in 30 states. Cin­ 
cinnati’s “ Beer Barons’’ became social 
elite and built huge mansions in an 
area called “ Mount Storm 
Park “ 
Many still exist. 
Most of the breweries closed during 
prohibition but others stayed open 
selling malt and syrups used in making 
“ home brew.” 
“ The trouble w ith home brew,” said 
an old timer, “ was everybody tried to 
make it too fast and too strong. 


Besides, it wasn’t any good when you 
compare it with the commercial stuff.’’ 
Burger, which began as a home 
brewer’s supply firm, switched to 
making home brew ingredients during 
prohibition, then opened as a com­ 
mercial brewery in the 1930’s. 
“ We are being crushed by might,” 
said Edward Schoenling Jr., president 
and founder of Schoenling Beer. 
“ The big national breweries got 80 
per cent of the business. They produce 
about 30,000 gallons per employe and 
we get 1,200 to 2,000 gallons. 
“ I told my father we were all going to 
go under 35 years ago but he thought I 
was crazy. You’ve got to be big with big 
equipment and have the money to 
advertise. As you advertise, so shall ye 
sell beer.”

Discoverer, 
according to his biographer 
Samuel E. Morison, first 
anchored on the west coast of 
Puerto Rico at a point on 
Anasco Bay. 
Some 
historians 
have 
m aintained that Columbus 
anded in the northwest corner 
of the island, about 12 miles 
above where Morison says 
Columbus first touched shore 
in Puerto Rico. A third theory 
holds that Columbus may 
have 
gone 
ashore 
at 
Boqueron, 
on 
the south­ 
western corner of the island. 
“He couldn’t possibly have 
gone inside Boqueron due to 
the reefs,” Morison asserted 
emphatically in an interview 
here. “His first reef-free entry 
was Anasco.” Columbus 
approached Puerto Rico from 
St. Croix, in the U.S. Virgin 
Islands and was steering a 
northwesterly course. 
Morison had flown over the 
western section of Puerto 
Rico, accompanied by Aurelio 
Tio, president of the Puerto 
Rican Academy of History. 
After scanning the area from 
the air the 85-year-old Morison

then made an on-the-ground 
investigation of the place 
where the Spaniards landed on 
Nov. 19, 1493. 
Morison’s findings agree 
with the theory defended by 
Tio. The latter’s conclusions 
also rest upon testimony given 
in a 15th century court battle 
over the ownership of some 
property in the vicinity of the 
landing spot. 
The landfall 
was made, 
according to Tio, on the 
northeast side of Anasco Bay 
at a point called “Ensenada de 
Rincon.” 
Morison's research into the 
Columbus landing is con­ 
nected to his upcoming work 
entitled “Columbus — the 
southern voyages.” The book, 
to be published by Oxford 
University Press, culminates 
a lifelong 
interest in 
the 
Columbus saga.

historians who produce a book 
to “prove” a hypothesis boils 
over quickly when Columbus 
is the topic. 
Spanish authors, over the 
centuries, have shown un­ 
flagging ability to discover

generally accepted. 
“He came from a family 
with three generations in 
Genoa,” says Morison.

The personnel of the Italian team has 


changed considerably since that time 
— only Pietro Forquet of the 1951 team 
has survived the change and, now in his 
forties, continues to annex one world 
championship after another. 
But in 1951, when Italy participated 
in its first big international event, their 
team displayed signs of instability. 
Today’s hand, which produced a 1,500 
point gain for the Am ericans, occurred 
early in the m atch. 
The irrepressible Crawford, sitting 
East, opened the bidding with a heart! 
South passed, for reasons unknown, 
and I — holding the West cards and not 
realizing that my dreadful hand was 
even better than Craw ford’s — also 
passed.

Of course, North-South realized they 
had suffered a huge loss by failing to 
undertake a laydown grandstand and 
that their bidding m ethods were not 
geared to dealing with phony bids. 
The Am erican pair at the other table 
got to the grand slam in gang-bang 
style. The bidding went: 
North knew that South had at least 18 
points for his jum p rebid of two 
notrum p and that m aking all 13 tricks 
was therefore a virtual certainty.

Why the Elderly Break Hips 


Why do so m any older people break 
their hips with a simple fall? 
I am concerned about my m other 
who is 82 years old. How can we help to 
prevent such a possibility? 
Mrs. P J G., Calif. 
Dear Mrs. G.: 
The bone structure of the hip joint as 
well as other bones of the body is more 
brittle and fragile in the elderly. Ab­ 
sorption of calcium weakens the bones 
and fractures occur m ore frequently 
than in the young. 
It m ust be rem em bered, too, that the 
elderly m ay be less steady and m ay 
m ore easily trip and fall with the 
slig h test im b alan ce . T heir reflex 
protective action m ay be diminished 
and injuries result. It is surprising how 
often hip fractures occur even in 
strong, 
vital 
people who 
are not 
ch ro n ically co n sid ered “ e ld e rly .” 
These painful fractures often take 
m any months before they are com ­ 
pletely healed. 
Special p re cau tio n s and sim p le 
safety m easure in and outside of the 
home can 
prevent 
these 
injuries. 
Adequate lighting, handrails on steps 
and stairw ays, nonskid rugs add im ­ 
m easurably to avoiding hip fractures. 
Floors should not be highly polished. 
Objects on the floor can become ob­ 
sta c le s. E le c tric a l w ires, g ra n d ­ 
children’s toys and cleaning equipment 
are common hazards. 
Comfortable house slippers should 
not have “slippery” sole. 
The bathroom presents a real threat 
to the elderly. Getting in and out of the 
tub m ust be done with the greatest 
care. Nonskid m ats can be very ef­ 


fective in preventing slipping in the 
tub. There should be one or more 
handrails for the aging person to grasp. 
Many people now are wisely ac­ 
cepting the use of a non-slip cane when 
w alking outdoors. 
E ven in good 
w e a th e r sm all irre g u la ritie s and 
cracks in the sidewalk or road m ake 
tripping and falling easier. 
Those who are too vain to use a cane 
should rem em ber that a protective 
cane is better used before an accident 
than for the m any months following a 
hip fracture that might have been 
prevented. 


Is it common for phlebitis to follow 
pregnancy? 
Mrs. E T ., Maine 
D ear Mrs. T.: 
It is not uncommon, but fewer and 
few er 
c a se s 
develop 
now 
th at 
pregnancies are followed so diligently 
from their onset. The early recognition 
of phlebitis m ay lend itself to treat­ 
m ent. 
The progressive enlargem ent of the 
uterus (womb) m akes pressure on the 
veins within the pelvis, and interferes 
with the free flow of blood. 
When stagnation of blood occurs, 
there is a tendency to develop both 
phlebitis, inflam m ation of the veins, 
and trom bo-phlebitis (clotting within 
the vein). 
Mild, regulated exercise and the 
absence of tobacco m ay help reduce 
the possibility of these conditions. 
P atients are encouraged, following 
surgery and following the delivery of a 
baby, to be up and about to stim ulate 
their blood circulation.

debate on renewing presidential 
authority for wage-price controls, the 
Senate is considering a range of 
amendments that would give Congress 
a voice in managing the economy. 
The key issue under debate today 
was extension of the Economic 
Stabilization Act for another year past 
its April 30 expiration. President Nixon 
used the act as authority for the 1971 
wage-price freeze, the mandatory 
Phase 2 controls and the largely 
voluntary Phase 3 program. 
But the Senate has a variety of 
proposals that would give the President 
more than he asked. Most of these were 
pushed by Democrats during Banking 
Committee consideration of the bill. 
Proposed amendments would: 
—Restore federal controls on rent for 
one year in most metropolitan areas 
with low vacancy rates. There are no 
rent controls under Phase 3, and many 
tenant organizations are protesting 
that landlords imposed big rent in­ 
creases when Phase 2 expired in 
January. 
—Restore the required federal ap­ 
proval of wage settlements hammered 
out by big unions and corporations, as 
well as price increases. This require­ 
ment was a major part of mandatory 
controls under Phase 2. 
While the government has not spelled 
out exactly what is required under the 
new program, the Phase 3 regulations 
are mandatory only for the health, food 
and construction industries. 
—Lim it the amount of a wage hike a 
large business can pass on in price 
increases. 
—Put a $265-billion spending limit on 
the fiscal year starting Ju ly I. 


in politics for 18-years and always 
planned to eventually return to private 
industry and I think this is the proper 
time,” Andrews said. 
Andrews reportedly wrote state 
committeemen telling them of his 
intentions to resign and calling for a 
meeting of the party’s Central Com­ 
mittee April 5, to discuss his replace­ 
ment. 
The Republican chairman has been 
at the center of a rift in party forces 
between Ohio U.S. Sen. Robert Taft Jr : 
and former Gov. James Rhodes. 
Dissatisfaction

Andrews 
reportedly arose following heavy 
Republican setbacks in the state in 
1970. That dissatisfaction worsened 
when Democrats made further politi­ 
cal gains in state House and Senate 
seats last November. 


Taft said in Cincinnati that Andrews’ 
resignation came as a complete sur­ 
prise to him. He did not speculate on a 
successor. He said that decision would 
be up to the Central Committee and 
would take a lot of discussion. 


The rift between Taft and Andrews 
reportedly developed because Taft felt 
Andrews supported Rhodes’ candidacy 
in the Taft-Rhodes Senate primary 
fight in 1970, which Taft won. 


Rhodes came to Andrews’ defense 
when some party members joined in a 
move to reorganize the party and oust 
Andrews following the 1970 election 
upsets. At that time Rhodes called 
Andrews the “ best state chairman in 
the nation.” 


There will be “ no great thrashing 
around of the party to re-elect An­ 
drews’ successor,’’ according to 
Robert Rowley, chairman of the Lucas 
County Republican Party. 


He said Andrews would retain his 
position on the state central committee 
as a representative from the Ninth 
Congressional District at Toledo, an 
elected post.

American Indian Movement (AIM ) 
leader Russell Means, promising “ a 
final ultimatum” sometime today, said 
“ the proposal we make will be the de­ 
ciding factor 
in whether the ne­ 
gotiations continue.” 


“ Our statement will bring the con­ 
frontation to a head,” Means said after 
a meeting with federal negotiators in 
Wounded Knee Sunday. 


Means said the government offer 
Saturday by Asst. U.S. Atty. Gen. 
Harlington Wood “ amounts to total 
capitulation, total surrender” on the 
part of the Indians. 


Wood had said the offer was the best 
one the government could make. Wood, 
Wayne Colburn, director of the U.S. 
Marshal 
Services, 
and 
Richard 
Hellstern, an assistant to Wood, talked 
for 24 hours with the Indian leaders in 
Wounded Knee about the government’s 
threephase proposal. 


Following that meeting Wood said he 
expects more negotiations. 
Asked if the meeting had been 
productive, he said, “ I think that as 
long as we’re talking together, we’re 
making progress. We’re just trying to 
do our best to get it over. The Indian 
people 
during 
this 
process

negotiation have been very decent.” 


terstate 94 was closed west of Marshall, 
Mich. 
About 400 persons were put up in 
churches and schools in Michigan.

An intense storm off the Washington 
coast has brought rain to the Pacific 
Northwest.

Light snow or rain touched the 
Rockies and moved into the Plains 
region. Temperatures before dawn 
ranged from ll at Evanston, Wyo. to 68 
at Corpus Christi, Tex. 
Northern Ohioans today were still 
digging out from under a late winter 
storm that was anticipated if not ex­ 
pected when it raked across the state 
this weekend, stacking up 10-foot drifts 
and causing flooding. 
Several hundred people were forced 
to abandon low-lying homes along the 
Lake Erie shoreline in the storm’s fury, 
and the threat of strong lake winds and 
additional flooding continued today. 
Only snow flurries were forecast 
across most of northern Ohio, however, 
as snowplows and city graders turned 
most snow-clogged roads and streets 
into passable byways Sunday night. 
The storm followed rapidly falling 
temperatures across northern Ohio, 
which had experienced unseasonably 
warm temperatures in past weeks. 
And the northeasterly lake winds, 
which sent 15-foot waves crashing into 
the shoreline, confirmed predictions 
that high lake levels make the north­ 
western Ohio shoreline extrem ely 
vulnerable to flooding this spring. 
Virtually 
all of the schools in 
Mahoning and Trumbull counties, 
hardest hit by the snowstorm, were 
closed today. Strong, icy winds drifted 
the snow into 10-foot stacks, closing 
highways and city streets in both cities. 
Interstate travel and major city 
streets were cleared by Sunday af­ 
ternoon, although counties across the 
northern end of the state reported 
minor roads still snowbound through 
the day. 
At least four persons died of heart 
attacks while shoveling snow Sunday,

Dollar fluctuates in nervous m arket trading

The floating American dollar rose 
strongly at the opening of foreign ex­ 
changes around the world after a two- 
week shutdown, and the Bank of Japan 
sold an estimated $50 million to keep 
the rate from rising too fast. 
But by noon in Europe, the value of 
the U.S. money was edging down in 
brisk but nervous trading. Big money 
operators appeared holding off while 
they watched for indications whether 
the international decisions in Paris 
Friday had ended 
the 
two-month 
monetary crisis. 
U.S. Treasury Secretary George P. 
ShuUz, conferred for an hour with 
British Prime Minister Edward Heath 
in London. Shultz reportedly pressed 


for quick moves to reform the in­ 
ternational trading system to give 
American exporters better competitive 
access to world markets. 
Shultz also met with Chancellor of 
the Exchequer Anthony Barber. 
Tokyo dealers reported an acute 
shortage of dollars in the Japanese 
capital after the two-week shutdown 
of exchanges. The Tokyo market was 
the first to reopen because of the time 
differential. The central bank’s in­ 
tervention was designed to keep the 
dollar’s rate close to the level between 
Feb. 14, when the yen was floated, and 
March 2, when the exchanges closed. 
In London, the pound declined 
sharply at the opening to $2.45 but by 
noon it had climbed back by a full cent, 


almost reaching Friday’s closing rate 
in bank-to-bank trading of $2.4610. 
In the key Frankfurt market, the 
dollar opened at 2.8350 marks, 21.5 
pfennigs above Friday’s close. Rot by 
noon the dollar had edged back to .82 
marks. 
The dollar was also up sharply in 
Zurich at the pening, being quoted at 
3.2650 Swiss Francs, more than three 
centimmes over Friday’s rate. But by 
noon, the rate had dropped to 3.24 
francs. 
The closing rate in Tokyo was 264.90 
yen, down from 266.50 on March I but 
up from Friday s 260.50. 
The price of gold, which soared to a 
record $95 an ounce at the peak of the 
money crisis, was $81 in Zurich and 


London, drops of $1.50 and $1.75 from 
the price Friday. 
Finance ministers of the major non­ 
communist trading nations agreed in 
Paris 
on 
Friday 
that 
all 
major 
currencies would float freely in 
relation to the dollar according to 
supply and demand forces in the 
market place. 
The move, putting an end to the 29- 
year-old Breton Woods system of fixed 
parities, means no state bank 
is 
committed any longer to support the 
dollar at a fixed value. For an in­ 
definite period, “ speculators w ill 
speculate against speculators” and not 


against state banks, as one American 
informant put it.

School lunch expansion 


Rising food prices are having an 
adverse impact not only on family 
budgets but on the school lunch 
program. Without positive remedial 
action, the number of children who 
benefit will decline rather than 
increase as Congress intended when 
it established this program. 
Sen. Hubert H. Humphrev aptly 
summed up the situation when he 
introduced legislation on the sub­ 
ject. Noting that inflation and other 
factors have brought nearly a IO per 
cent increase since the start of the 
school year in the cost of serving a 
school lunch. Humphrey told his 
fellow senators: “ Unless these in­ 
creases are defrayed by the federal 
government schools will be forced to 
increase lunch prices — if they 
already have not — and fewer 
children will be able to participate. 
That is not the reason the Congress 


passed the National School Lunch 
Act. We want to serve nutritious 
meals to more children, rather than 
fewer.*’ 
School 
districts 
now 
are 
guaranteed a payment of eight cents 
by the federal government for every 
lunch served under the program, 
and 40 cents for each free lunch 
served to a needy child. Humphrey 
proposes to raise the basic reim­ 
bursement figure from eight to 12 
cents, with a corresponding increase 
in the reimbursement for lunches 
served to needy children without 
cost. 
This is directed at easing the pinch 
on the local schools so that they will 
be able to continue and expand their 
lunch 
programs. 
In 
addition, 
Humphrey 
would add 
a 
new' 
element: he proposes a federally 
supported 
nutrition 
education 


program in the schools. His plan also 
establishes target dates: June 30, 
1975, as the time when every school 
district with a food service program 
in some schools must extend this to 
all schools; the start of school in 


September 1975 as the time when 
food service under the National 
School Lunch Act must be provided 
in all schools where needy children 
are enrolled. 


Obviously it is going to cost sub­ 
stantially more money to expand the 
school lunch program and initiate 
federal support of a widespread 
nutrition education program in the 
schools. Something else is obvious: 


sound nutrition for school-age 
children is a basic element in public 
health. Over the long haul, the 
benefits w ill far outmeasure the cost 
in tax revenue.

I wish I could get the hang of the 
Indian troubles at Wounded Knee in 
South Dakota. A young friend of mine 
who is part Indian insists that the 
action of the AIM (American Indian 
Movement) dissidents is legal, being 
nothing more or less than a petition for 
redress of grievances. But a petition 
for a redress, to be constitutional, must 
be delivered from 
a 
legitim ate 
territorial base. Trespass and petitions 
don’t go together. So the question 
arises, w'ho owns the Wounded Knee 
trading post anyway? If it is Indian 
territory, why do Indians even have to 
go through the motions of seizing it? 


One answer would seem to be that, 
while the Indians have a shadowy 
sovereignty on their owt i reservations, 
it is the Department of the Interior that 
is the real boss insofar as the law is 
concerned. In a sense, our Federal 
Government, in guaranteeing the Pine 
Ridge Reservation to the Indians, has 
been just another Indian giver. We 
grant, but we don’t grant. So what we 
have is not Indian sovereignty but a 
wardocracy. 


THE WHOLE THING is complicated 
by the fact that the Wounded Knee 
revolt on the Pine Ridge Reservation is 
something of a civil war among the 
Indians themselves, with AIM asking 
that Richard Wilson, the Ogalala Sioux 
tribal chief, be deposed. But who is to 
do the deposing, the palefaces in 
Washington or the Sioux themselves0 


With the law a mishmash, I can’t get 
worked 
up 
about 
the 
Indians’ 
“ aggression,” especially in view of the 


numerous Indian treaties that Uncle 
Sam has violated. I am mindful of a 
report on the Canadian Indian written 
by Morris C. Shumiatcher, published in 
Toronto by McClelland and Stewart, 
Ltd., under the title of “ Welfare: 
Hidden Backlash.” Everything that 
Mr. Shumiatcher says about the plight 
of the Canadian Indian would seem to 
apply 
to the U.S. 
Indian. 
When 
aborigines are settled on lands over 
which they possess no true sovereignty, 
a pervasive enervation follows. Who 
knows what the law is when one 
nominally owns yet does not own? 
In Canada, the commissioners ap­ 
pointed by Queen Victoria of England 
set aside lands that were to provide the 
Indians with a “ perpetual” refuge 
against predatory whites. But the lands 
resembled a “ spendthrift trust.” The 
Indians could raise cattle on their 
lands, but they were forbidden to sell or 
barter their livestock to anyone other 
than an Indian. Trapping was allowed 
to the Canadian Indian, but the skins 
had to be disposed of through a 
government agency. All of this was for 
the Indians’ own good: the idea was to 
keep wicked white cattle buyers and 
the “ monopolistic” Hudson's Bay 
Company from exploiting the Red Men. 
As a buyer of furs, however, the 
government, fatally enmeshed in its 
own bureaucratic red tape, proved to 
be a very defective middle man. 
Moreover, the Indian trapper, who had 
once been able to get a decent grub­ 
stake from private fur merchants, has 
never been able to depend on govern­ 
ment for financing an extended 
trapline. 


Where the Hudson’s Bay Company 
once extended $400 in credit for food 
and trapper’s equipment, the govern­ 
ment, fearful that the Indian might 
spend the money for firewater, has 
limited trapping credits to enough only 
for a week. Actually, by forcing the 
trapper to return to town at shortened 
intervals, the system has made for 
more Indian drunkenness. And when 
the Indians finally get their checks 
from the government’s fur marketing 
service, it is seldom enough to pay for 
whatever has been borrowed and spent 
for liquor. 


THE CANADIAN INDIAN lives in a 
world without incentive. The same 
must be true of the U.S. Indian. 
Paternalism 
never 
works. 
M r. 
Shumiatcher, writing about a new 
movement in Canada, tells us of the 
decision of the Hobemma Indians to 
leave their Alberta reservation in 
search of a new life beyond the reach of 
the Indian administration or the white 
man’s government. They have taken 
up claims on Alberta Crown Lands, 
where their young are now learning 
again to hunt and skin animals. In the 
city of Regina, an Indian company 
called Native Metals is converting 
scrap into material for building a 
second trans-Canada pipeline. This 
sort of thing is happening in Canada 
outside the structure of the pater­ 
nalistic welfare state. 
Isn’t there a lesson here for the 
Ogalala Sioux? There is no future in­

Oh, J. Edgar, where are you now’ 
when we need you most? This may 
sound like a strange complaint from 
one who suggested over a period of 
years that F B I Chief Hoover was 
superannuated. But when you look at 
the shenanigans that his successor has 
engaged in, you begin to wonder. 
The notion, for example, that Hoover 
would have permitted White House 
Counsel John Dean to sit in on the in­ 
terrogation of Watergate suspects is 
preposterous.

NEW YORK (AP) — Gene Rod- 
denberry, a quiet man with an in­ 
credible background, quit television 
2V2 years ago when NBC cancelled the 
“Star Trek” series he created. 
While the series’ quite vocal fans 
raged over the cancellation, Rod- 
denberry wrote a few movies, got 
married, and, as he puts it, “played 
golf around the world.” 
But touring assorted courses proved 
a bit dull for a man who in his 51 years 
has been: A B17 bomber pilot in the 
South Pacific, a Pan Am pilot on DC4s 
and Lockheed Constellations, a Los 
Angeles police sergeant, and one of the 
most respected writers in television 
today. 
Roddenberry’s self-imposed exile 
from the tube ends Friday night when 
CBS broadcasts his “Genesis II,” a 90- 
minute pilot he created for a proposed 
series. It is set in the year 2133. 
Unlike “Star Trek,” the new show is 
entirely about the planet earth, a war- 
ravaged planet in which civilization 
has collapsed and broken down into 
isolated communities with no links to 
each other. 
It’s a grim scene faced by the show’s 
main character, a young NASA 
scientist awakened from a suspended 
animation test that had begun 160 years 
earlier and was to last only a few 
weeks. 
Roddenberry said he was en­ 
couraged to start writing for television 
again because when he came out of 
semi-retirement “studio heads and the 
networks were saying, ‘What have you 
got that’s different?’ 
“This is the first time this has hap­ 
pened to me in almost 20 years in the 
business and I think it’s going to 
greatly improve TV 
in years to 
come,” he said. 
Another factor in his return to 
television, 
he said, 
was 
that 
“I 
discovered, to my absolute con­ 
sternation, that playing golf seven days 
a week wasn’t really as much fun as 
sitting behind a desk.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The 
state’s first effort to register drug 
treatment programs would have to be 
classified as something less than 
successful. 
The General Assembly enacted a law 
last July that requires the registration 
of all organizations that treat drug ad­ 
dicts in Ohio. 
Out of about 240 such organizations 
the Bureau of Drug Abuse says are 
operating in Ohio, only 58 responded to 
a bureau request for registration data. 
No one was trying to hide anything. 
BUDA blundered when it sent out its 
registration questionnaires. 
“It went out as a fourth-class mailing 
just before Christmas,” BUDA chief 
Mel Zwissler said “ Nobody caught it. 


We’ve got organizations that are still 
calling in here looking for it.” 
It doesn’t make too much difference, 
because 
the 
law 
requires 
two 
registrations each year and another 
questionnaire will be mailed out this 
June, Zwissler said. 
When BUDA finally gets statewide 
data, it will use it in an effort to find out 
how many addicts are being treated, 
what is being done for them, and how 
effective the programs are. 
The bureau’s job is to keep track of 
what both public and private drug 
agencies are doing and provide them 
with training and other consultant-type 
services. 
When BUDA knows more about the 
state’s drug programs, Zwissler said, it 
will also set some standards for the 
services they provide. 
Ultimately BUDA hopes to have 


better information on which program^ 
are most effective in helping addicts t& 
overcome their dependency on drugs. 
Zwissler said the 58 drug programs 
that have reported to BUDA claim that 
30 per cent of the addicts they treated 
have been successfully rehabilitated. 
But he said BUDA eventually will 
check the agencies’ own claims with 
state evaluations. 
Zwissler said BUDA soon will be 
designated by Gov. John J. Gilligan to 
coordinate development of a state anti­ 
drug plan. 
The bureau already has prepared a 
directory of all agencies, public and 
private, in Ohio which treat addicts. 
The directory will be made available to 
school counselors, parole officers, 
police, hospital emergency rooms and 
others who might be asked where drug 
treatment is available.

THAT nutritious, delicious and easy- 
to-make dessert, the custard, was an 
English discovery, made by boiling or 
baking a mixture of milk, eggs and 
sugar.

VAN ILLA SOFT CUSTARD 
1-3 cup sugar 
‘A teaspoon salt 
1 teaspoon flour 
2 eggs, lightly beaten 
UA cups milk 
UA teaspoons pure vanilla extract 
Combine the sugar, salt and flour in a 
heavy saucepan or the top part of a 


double boiler. Blend in eggs. Add milk 
and cook over low heat or hot water 
until the mixture coats a metal spoon, 
stirring constantly.

Cincinnati beer empire dies out 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) — Ohioans 
are still guzzling beer at the rate of 28.2 
gallons per year, but Cincinnati’s once- 
proud beer empire on the Over-The- 
Rhine district is down to two breweries. 
No longer does the smell of hops— 
akin to stewing tomotoes—scent the 
air. 
The sounds are of traffic, carpenters 
rebuilding old houses and children 
playing...not the hiss and pop of the 
steam machinery nor the tinkle of the 
bottle shops. 
The Burger Brewing Co., known for 
its beer and 30-year sponsorship of 
Cincinnati Reds baseball broadcasts, 
closed its doors last Thursday. 
The demise leaves Cincinnati with 
only the Hudepohl Brewery, which will 
produce beer under the Burger label, 
and Schoenling. W iedemann’s beer is 
brewed across the Ohio River in nor­ 
thern Kentucky. 
Burger officials said they had shifted 
to producing soft drinks. 
Cincinnati’s brewing industry began 
in 
1811 
with 
the 
David 
Embree 
Brewery. 
With the immigration of Germans 
and Irish to the area from 1840 to 1860 
263 breweries operated at one tim e or 


another in the city, according to the 
Cincinnati Historical Society. 
Gradually, the dark British and Irish 
beers gave way to the German lager 
beers, which were much lighter in 
volume and color. 
In 1919, when national prohibition 
began, Cincinnati had 22 breweries 
distributing beer in 30 states. Cin­ 
cinnati’s “ Beer Barons” became social 
elite and built huge mansions in an 
area called “ Mount Storm P ark .” 
Many still exist. 
Most of the breweries closed during 
prohibition but others stayed open 
selling malt and syrups used in making 
“home brew.” 
“The trouble with home brew,” said 
an old timer, “was everybody tried to 
make it too fast and too strong. 


Besides, it w asn’t any good when you 
compare it with the commercial stuff. ” 
Burger, which began as a home 
brewer’s supply firm, switched to 
making home brew ingredients during 
prohibition, then opened as a com­ 
mercial brewery in the 1930’s. 
“We are being crushed by m ight,” 
said Edward Schoenling Jr., president 
and founder of Schoenling Beer. 
“The big national breweries got 80 
per cent of the business. They produce 
about 30,000 gallons per employe and 
we get 1,200 to 2,000 gallons. 
“I told my father we were all going to 
go under 35 years ago but he thought I 
was crazy. You’ve got to be big with big 
equipment and have the money to 
advertise. As you advertise, so shall ye 
sell beer.”

team. 
Before that clash, though, there’s an 
equally important m atter to be set­ 
tled—which team the winner will meet 
in the title game a week from tonight. 


Preceding the UCLA-lndiana game, 
Ernie DiGregorio and Providence’s 
fourth-ranked Friars, 103-89 victors 
over Maryland in the East Regional, 
face 12th-ranked Memphis State, which 
won the Midwest crown with a 92-72 
romp over Kansas State. 
On Saturday night, the Guilford, 
N C., Quakers beat M aryland-Eastern 
Shore 99-96 for the championship of the 
National Association of Intercollegiate 
Athletics and became the first un­ 
seeded team to win the title in the 
NAIA’s 36 tournaments. 
Tonight, meanwhile, the National 
Invitation 
Tournament’s 
first-round 
play concludes in New York’s Madison 
Square Garden with Rutgers facing 
Minnesota and M anhattan opposing 
Alabama. 
In the w eekend’s opening-round 
action it was Notre Dame 69, Southern

Tommy Curtis, the 5-foot-ll UCLA 
guard, came off the bench midway 
through the first half, with the Bruins 
trailing 16-7, put them on the attack and 
helped pull out the victory over San 
Francisco’s 19th-ranked Dons. 
UCLA Coach John Wooden expects 
Indiana to play at least as deliberately 
as San Francisco. 
“I expect a conservative gam e,” he 
said. “Their coach, Bobby Knight, 
usually has one of the top defensive 
teams in the nation—in statistics. But 
that’s because they hold the ball so 
much.”

then made an on-the-ground 
investigation of the place 
where the Spaniards landed on

Morison’s findings agree 
with the theory defended by 
Tio. The latter’s conclusions 
also rest upon testimony given 
in a 15th century court battle 
over the ownership of some 
property in the vicinity of the 
landing spot. 
The 
landfall was made, 
according to Tio, on the 
northeast side of Anasco Bay 
at a point called “Ensenada de 
Rincon.” 
Morison’s research into the

Back in 1951, an American team 
composed of George Rapee, 
Sam 
Stay man, 
Howard Schenken, 
John 
Crawford and this writer journeyed to 
Naples and easily defeated the Italian 
team that had won the European 
championship that year. 
The personnel of the Italian team has 


changed considerably since that time 
— only Pietro Forquet of the 1951 team 
has survived the change and, now in his 
forties, continues to annex one world 
championship after another. 
But in 1951, when Italy participated 
in its first big international event, their 
team displayed signs of instability. 
Today’s hand, which produced a 1,500 
point gain for the Americans, occurred 
early in the match. 
The irrepressible Crawford, sitting 
East, opened the bidding with a heart! 
South passed, for reasons unknown, 
and I — holding the West cards and not 
realizing that my dreadful hand was 
even better than Crawford’s — also 
passed. 
The Italian North bid two hearts, 
presumably showing a good hand, and 
South responded three notrump. 
Declarer made 13 tricks without 
breathing hard and the Italian pair 
scored 720 points on the deal. 


Of course, North-South realized they 
had suffered a huge loss by failing to 
undertake a laydown grandslam, and 
that their bidding methods were not 
geared to dealing with phony bids. 
The American pair at the other table 
got to the grand slam in gang-bang 
style. The bidding went: 
North knew that South had at least 18 
points for his jump rebid of two 
notrump and that making all 13 tricks 
was therefore a virtual certainty.

Why the Elderly Break Hips 


Why do so many older people break 
their hips with a simple fall? 
I am concerned about my mother 
who is 82 years old. How can we help to 
prevent such a possibility? 
Mrs. P.J.G ., Calif. 
Dear Mrs. G.: 
The bone structure of the hip joint as 
well as other bones of the body is more 
brittle and fragile in the elderly. Ab­ 
sorption of calcium weakens the bones 
and fractures occur more frequently 
than in the young. 
It must be remembered, too, that the 
elderly may be less steady and may 
more easily trip and fall with the 
slightest imbalance. Their reflex 
protective action may be diminished 
and injuries result. It is surprising how 
often hip fractures occur even in 
strong, vital people who are not 
chronically considered “ elderly.” 
These painful fractures often take 
many months before they are com­ 
pletely healed. 
Special precautions and simple 
safety measure in and outside of the 
home can prevent these injuries. 
Adequate lighting, handrails on steps 
and stairways, nonskid rugs add im­ 
measurably to avoiding hip fractures. 
Floors should not be highly polished. 
Objects on the floor can become ob­ 
stacles. Electrical wires, grand­ 
children’s toys and cleaning equipment 
are common hazards. 
Comfortable house slippers should 
not have “ slippery” sole. 
The bathroom presents a real threat 
to the elderly. Getting in and out of the 
tub must be done with the greatest 
care. Nonskid mats can be very ef­ 


fective in preventing slipping in the 
tub. There should be one or more 
handrails for the aging person to grasp. 
Many people now are wisely ac­ 
cepting the use of a non-slip cane when 
walking outdoors. Even in good 
weather sm all irregularities and 
cracks in the sidewalk or road make 
tripping and falling easier. 
Those who are too vain to use a cane 
should remember that a protective 
cane is better used before an accident 
than for the many months following a 
hip fracture that might have been 
prevented. 


Is it common for phlebitis to follow 
pregnancy? 
Mrs. E.T ., Maine 
Dear Mrs. T.: 
It is not uncommon, but fewer and 
fewer 
cases 
develop 
now 
that 
pregnancies are followed so diligently 
from their onset. The early recognition 
of phlebitis may lend itself to treat­ 
ment. 
The progressive enlargement of the 
uterus (womb) makes pressure on the 
veins within the pelvis, and interferes 
with the free flow of blood. 
When stagnation of blood occurs, 
there is a tendency to develop both 
phlebitis, inflammation of the veins, 
and trombo-phlebitis (clotting within 
the vein). 
Mild, regulated exercise and the 
absence of tobacco may help reduce 
the possibility of these conditions. 
Patients are encouraged, following 
surgery and following the delivery of a 
baby, to be up and about to stimulate 
their blood circulation.

(AP) — “ It’s been a 
long time...and it’s good to know 
somebody cares,” freed POW Spec-4 
Michael P. Branch told a welcoming 
crowd as he returned to his native 
Kentucky after almost five years in 
captivity. 
The slim , d ark -h aired Highland 
Heights native touched down briefly at 
Louisville’s Standiford Field before 
boarding a helicopter for Ireland Army 
Hospital at Ft. Knox, where he was to 
undergo medical checks and debriefing 
starting today. 
“ I don’t really know what to say, but 
I’m glad to get back hom e,” the 25- 
year-old soldier said, “I came all the 
way from the Phillipines to see a crowd 
of people and know that they care. It’s 
good to know somebody cares. God 
bless you. 
When he landed at Ft. Knox, he was 
greeted with hugs by two brothers and 
a sister.
